Monthly for August 

not including the Rhenish Pala- 
tinate, uses over six million bushels of 
berley, end upward of seven million 
©oundt- of I annually, in its brewer 
fa., oiakioir over eight million eimers, that 
is -about five million barreU of beer. Bui 
neatly half the kingdom is wine growing, 
and uses comparatively little beer; so 
that this is mainly consumed in the other 
half, that is, by about three millions of 
people. At an average price of three and 
a half cents per quart, there is consumed 
in the kingdom filty million florins, or over 
twenty million of dollars, annually, in 
this beverage Doth manufacture and 
consumption have tfceir headquarters in 
Munich. The quantity manufactured in 
this city alone in lfVyG-T wag nine hun- 
dred and fifty thousand eimers, or about 
five hundred aud aeventy thousand bar- 
reU?, being nearly five barrels a head for 
the whole population, men, women and 
children. 

Allowing for the amount exported, or 
sent out of the city, there remains some- 
thing like four barrels to each person. 
This is one quart, or four of our common 
table-glasses, per day. nut some drirk 
none, others little; a man is scarcely reck- 
oned with real beer-drinkers until he 
drinks six masses— twenty-four of our 
common tumblers —ten masses are n<U un- 
l| twenty to thirty masses— eighty 
and twenty or our dinner 
drunk by some, and, on i 
wager, even much more. The sisk man, 
whose physician prescribed for him a 
quart of herb-tea os the only tking that 
would save him, and who replied that he 
was gone, then, for he held but a pint, 
was no Bavarian ; for the most modern 
Bavarian girl tvould not feel alarmed in 
regard to her capacity if ordered to drink 
a gallon-certainly not, if the liquid were 
beer. 

nniKKixo hab.ts or tux people. 
The class of men engaged in business, 
and pursuing it somewhat actively, give 
less attention to beer during the day. 
They take a couple of glasses — four of our 
common tumblers — at dinner, and perhaps 
send out a servant occasionally during 
the day to replenish a pitcher for the 
counter- -not, however, to treat customers, 
as used to be done in our country ; but as 
beer had been all day secondary to busi- 
ness, the latter is dropped for the even- 
ing, and the undivided attention bestowed 
upon the national beverage. A large por- 
tion o' the poor, and many who cannot be 
called poor, have not the means for this 
indulgence ; and yet men and women are 
seldom seen at their work without a mug 
of beer standing near them. Ladies have 
the a tine provision in their families, as 
also students, and all wh<> occupy rented 
rooms in counection with the families of 
the city; from ten to one o clock servant- 
girls, with pitchers in their hands and im- 
mense bunches of keys hanging to their 
apron-strings, are seen running to and 
from the neighboring beer-houses thick as 
butterflies floating on a summer sun, and 
seem far more as if on business requiring 
haste. 

No room is sought for renting without 
an inquiry as to the quality of the beer of 
the neighborhood j and the landlady feels 
that her "nances for a tenant are exceed- 
ingly slim if she oannot furnish a satis- 
factory recommendation in this respert. 
Scarcely a house in the city is thirty steps 
from where the article can be had. The 
places fitted up with seats and tables for 
drinking accommodate from twenty to five 
hundred persons, and even one thousand 
or more in summer, when a garden is gen- 
erally prepared with seats for the pur- 
pose. A* these larger places music is 
often provided, and ladies are frequently 
found leu iiutf the charm and solace 01 their 
presence, and sometimes a good dsal more, 
to the other sex. in this self-denying work, 
in which the men have generally be»n the 
great burden- bearers. But the greatest 
crowds of real beer-drinkers go to another 
class of houses -that is, the breweries them- 
selves, where rooms ai 
for drinking. 

Of these the Court Brewery is perhaps 
in highest repute, and is at least a great 
curiosity. I visited it three or four times 
during a six years' residence in the city, 
and always in comnauy with others who 
wished to see the lions of the place, and 
for the same reason that would have ta- 
ken us to see a menagerie. Why did the 
monks never think of applying to such 
places the figure by which they protested 
against the introduction of coffee, " the 
fumes of hell? ' The smoke of five hun- 
dred cigars or pipes rising to a ceiling 
Which had been thus smoked for centuries 
— the hoarse hum of five hundred voices 
uttering the German gutturals from 
tongues thickened by the use of beer, and 
floating heavily through an atmosphere 
of densest smoke, dimming the lights 
and turning all into an indefinite and 
uniform brown color— this may be indeed 
a picture of Elysium to some minds, but 
to ours it is not. I never found a vacant 
seat there, nor felt a desire to occupy one, 
had there beeu such. 8tone mugs of double 
the site of the common glasses are 
used, perhaps to save servants' labor in 
drawing, which is no small matter, as a 
barrel of beer lasts not more than ten 

the evening. 

None of the drinking places in the city 
are filled until evening. In the after- 
noon, many take their walks into the 
suburbs, and turn aside where a glass 
may be had. On all holidays the whole 
city is adrift much of it in the surround- 
ing country, and most of this drift lodges 
against the suburban beerhouses. In 
summer evenings there are frequent en- 
tainmet t«, eome provided by the Govern- 
ment — as one every Saturday evening, 
from six to seven o clock, from May to No- 
vember, a mile from the city, in the Eng- 
lish Garden, where sometimes two thou- 
sand persons may be in attendance, to 
hear the royal bands play. It is pre- 
sumed that there will always be a consid- 
erable number uinong these who will not 
be able to stand it an hour without beer, 
and a beneficent provision is made 
for such — seats and tables for at 
least five hundred persons being there 
provided, and often filled, so that some 
must drink funding. 

The most common manifestation of Ba- 
varian beer-drinking is a perpetual tast- 
ing, and not a pouring-down of the liquid 
a glass at a lime. These people seem to 
have the art of doing this thing to grad- 
ually and quietly that the soothing li- 
quor passes gently into the circulation, 
and produces an effect very different from 
that which would result from swallowing 
it a glass at a draught, enabling them 
to drink without visible effect a much 
larger quantity in the aggregate. They 
practice upon the proverb. "The still sow 
drinks the swill," a proverb which would 
serve admirably the purpose of those a ho 
desire to join in the general sarcasm ex- 
pended upon Bavarian beer-drinking, 
since almost every word in it seems to ex- 
press i 

North Germans and others 
to attribute to Bavarians.

Victor, the dis- 
tinguished Freech chemist, the 
opinion in this respect is an 
He has tried several experiments 
needles, but has not succeeded, and 
eludes, therefore, that this activity of light 
not owing to electricity or magnetism. 
From his various experiments with magnet- 
ized and unmagnetixed needles, he con- 
cludes that light has no effect upon their 
electricity. From all that appears in re- 
spect to this subject, it is manifest that, with 
light alone, it is impossible either to mag- 
netite or demagnetize any body. 

— A new method for restoring pictures, 
which waa lately invented by Professor 
Fettenkofer, has, we learn, been patented 
in England. Having examined several 
paintings of great age, Prof. Pettenkofer 
found that the indistinct appearance was 
due to a want of cohesion on the part of 
the molecules of the paint, by reason of 
which they separated from each other and 
produced small fissures, thus destroying the 
power of reflecting light. His remedy is, 
therefore, a mechanical rather than a phys- 
ical one, and consists in exposing the pic- 
ture, which is previously laid oat upon a 
flat metallic surface, to a mixture of 
pheric air and alcohol vapor, 
penetrates ths old paint, softens its mole- 
cules, and thus allowing them to co 
once more enable* the surface to 
as it did at first, 
live condition. 

— In France, the waste steam from the 
engine, instead of being allowed to escape 
into the air, is conducted from the escape pipe 
by means of a vulcanized India-rubber tube, 
to copper pipes, through which it circulate* 
under the seats and flooring of the cars. As 
soon aa the train is set in motion the steam 
begins to circulate through the pipes, and 
warms the earn, first, second, and third- 
class, equally ; and being connected with 
each other by India rubber tubing, they 
can be immediately detached or re-united 
at pleaaure. In a trial of thia plan on the 
Lyons line, two thermometers, placed in 
firat-claaa care, marked sixty degrees Fah- 
renheit during the whole journey; and in 
the second and third class cars, also, the 
temperature was found to be sufficiently 
elevated to allow of the longest winters 
journey being accomplished without dis- 
comfort to tue travelers. 

— The lectures of M. Joly, on spontaneous 
generation, at the Ecole de Medicine, at- 
tract as many bearers as did thoee of Ken- 
an. Minet, or Michelet, at the College of 
France. The problem which he triea to 
solve has been debated in all ages. It has 
a place in Aristotle's works. The Fathers 
speak of it, and it was the subject of hot 
aid absurdly subtle disputes in the middle 
ages, when most literal sense was attach- 
ed to the Mosaic account of the creation 
The theory of spontaneous generation for 
five years past has been hotly attacked by 
some, and as ardently defended by other 
French lavatu. Its chief defenders have 
been M. Pouchet, of Rouen ; M. Joly, of 
Toulouse, and his pupil, M.de Mussel. All 
three have brought forward most ingenious 
arguments in its support, snd they firmly 
believe in this theory. M Pasteur, who 
belongs to the Baconian school, has made 
innumerable experiments, which have led 
him to believe that there is no such thing 
as spontaneous generation, and that the 
birth of animalcule, adduced by Joly, ia 
due to innumerable germs which float in the 
atmosphere. The opponents of M. Pasteur 
have, they in turn allege, proved the con- 
trary by means of experiments. 

— Photographers are acquainted with 
three or four different ways in which sec- 
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ondary imar^ea may appear in photographs

many paper positives as may be needed 
having been taken from it — the film of col- 
lodion or other prepared surface is removed 
from it, and it may then be used for a wholly 
new photograph. But it is found that, un- 
less great care be used, some faint traces of 
the form- r picture still remain, and these 
may appear aa a sort of ghoatly attendant 
upon Ibe figure forming ihe second picture. 
One photographer, in endeavoring U> util- 
ise an old plate which had fulfilled its duti- 
es a negative of the late Prince Consort, 
could not wholly erase tbe image, wash or 
rub as he might ; there was always a faint 
ghost of the Prince accompanying any sub- 
sequent photograph isken on tbe aame plate. 
Dr. Phipeon relates that a friend of his re- 
ceived at Brussels a box of glass plates, 
quite new and highly polished, each wrap- 
ped in a piece of the independence Beige 
newspaper: a lady sat for her photograph, 
taken on one of these plates, and both the 
photograpers and the lady were astenished 
to see that her likeness was covered with 
printed characters, easily to be read— the 
gboat of a political article, in fact, lo thia 
case, actinia rays, as they are now called, 
had done their work before the glass 
was exposed to the camera. By another 
mode of manipulation, a photographer may 
produce a ghost-like effect at pleasure : a 
siller is allowed to remain in the focus of 
the camera only half tbe time necessary to 
produce a complete photograph ; he slips 
quickly aside, and the furniture immedi- 
ately behind him Is then exposed to the ac- 
tion of the light ; as a consequence, a faint 
or imperfectly developed photograph of the 
man appears, transparent or translucent, for 
the furniture is visible apparently through 
his body or head. With a little tact, a reelly 
surprising effect may be produced la this 
way. As a third variety, one negative may 
be placed in contact witb another, and a 
particular kind of light allowed to pees 
through it for a time; there results a double 
picture on the lower negative, one fainter 
tban the olber. It is known, moreover, to 
tbe more scientific class of photographers, 
that if the lens in the camera is imperfectly 
curved at tbe surfaces, spots of cloudy light 
may appear in the photograph, having a 
semi-ghostly sort of effect.

Fas< inatisu a Baby. — The people ef War- 
fensville were much exerciaed a few days 
since by a snake sensation, which created 
no small alarm among the mothers in the 
neighborhood. 

A girl, drawing a child in a baby-wagon 
along the road some distance this side of 
tbe Center, left the child in the wagon 
drawn up by the side of the road for a 
few minutes while she went to a neighbor- 
ing house A man coming by aeon after 
waa attracted by a peculiar noise, and by 
the aingular condition ef the child, which 
waa aiariug.iniently and with a fascinated 
gate into a tree overhanging the road, 
tin looking up the man saw a huge 
black snaae coiled around the tree, and 
looking directly into the eyes of the child, 
while its distented jaws and quiver, 
ing fangs evidenced iu hostile intent. 
The man had no weapon with which to at- 
tack the snake, so raised an alarm, wXien 
soon brought a number of the neighbors 
to the spoi. Weapons were procured, and 
the snake speedily killed. Tbe reptile was 
found to be about tbe thickness ol a man s 
wrist, and measured over five feel in 
length. Black snakes of ibis site are very 
seldom found in this neighborhood, and 
the advent of tbis "distinguished stran- 
ger " has caused no small trepidation 
among mothera of email children who are 
in the habit of straying into the weeds.
